Trees or hedges are 
valuable on the north and west sides 
but keep the Roses away from the 
hungry root systems of these larger 
plants. The best soil is*a rich clay 
loam, "but Roses do well in almost 
any soil if it is well fertilized, drain- 
ed and cultivated. 


PREPARATION 


Have the Rose beds prepared some 


weeks in advance of planting so that 
the soil will be firmly settled. Dig 
the ground at least 18 inches deep, 
replacing about one-third its bulk 
with well-rotted cow manure, or a 
lesser quantity of other manures. If 
commercial fertilizers are used in 
place of the manures, follow direc- 
tions on the packages. 


.Should the Rose beds be located in 


a place that is damp or soggy all the 
time, drainage will be necessary. 
Tile-drains are best, but cobblestones 
laid in ditches along the beds to an 
outlet at a lower level, will serve 
very well. 


USE FERTILIZER 


Roses ars hungry plants and 


should be kept -well fertilized. Cow 
manure is best and it is almost im- 
possible to use too much of it. On 
heavy soils a light strawy manure is 
:ood, put something more solid is 
necessary on sandy or fluffy ground. 
-Another fertilizer is made of two 
parts "bone meal and one part com- 
mercial sheep' manure and this is 
jest used at planting time. Work a 
irowelful around each plant as it Is 
set, but see that none comes in direct 
contact with the roots. 


PLANTING 


Roses should be planted as soon as 


they are received from the grower, 
for delay is dangerous. If it ia im- 
possible to plant them, bury the 
roots in a shallow trench and cover 
the tops with boafdg or, burlap. The 
roots should always he kept covered 
so they will not dry^out. 


Examine each plant and cut away 


all broKen,-. or bruised - roots and 
branches.~t_Then- prune out about 
one-third, -to" one^half, o£ the wood.

Af- 
er all the plants are in place, rake 
the tied smooth and in, case of dry 
weather, soak the ground frequently 
with water. 


Space the Roses 12 to 15 Inches 


apart each way, according to_ size. 
This is plenty of loom for most Hy- 
jrid Teas, but 15 to 2 feet may be 
lecessary for the more vigorous. Hy- 
irid Perpetuals need 23 to 3 feet 
,ach way and af Climbers are plant- 


ed In a line, leave about 6 feet be- 
tween. 


WINTER PROTECTION 


Mound the earth up around au- 


tumn-planted Roses (see illustration) 
arid when it has frozen, a covering 
of strawy manure or leaves should 
be applied to protect against thaw- 
ing and winter heaving. Use netting 
or branches to hold this covering in 
position. Do not cover the 
beds 


with wet, eoggy manure, or use a 
dense covering which will smother 
the plants. The beds should be kept 
dry and shaded from the winter sun.

NO PROHIBITION ISSUE 


That the wet and dry issue cuts a 


relatively small figure in elections is 
again indicated by the primaries held 
in Massachusetts and New York. If 
there are definitely wet states in the 
Union, they are two of them. Massa- 
chusetts was one of the eight states 
carried by Smith in the 1928 presiden- 
tial campaign, yet William M. Butler, 
Republican dry candidate, won the 
nomination for governor in Tuesday's 
primary over Eben S. Draper. 
In 


New York state there were some twen- 
ty primary contests with the wets and 
drys dividing honors about equally. It 
is quite evident that the selections, 
made in these states were based on 
qualities and policies other than pro- 
hibition. 


In no sense can the nomination of 


Mr. Morrow for senator in New Jersey 
be regarded as a wet triumph. Mr. 
Morrow would have been nominated 


• just as certainly had he been an ardent 


dry. In Illinois Mrs. McCormick won 
a sweeping victory despite the fact 
that she was up to that time an un- 
compromising prohibitionist. No one 
could ascribe her victory to that fact..

ILLINOIS SCANDAL 


The senatorial investigation of Ruth 


Hanna McCormick's campaign expen- 
ditures in the Illinois senatorial pri- 
mary. is degenerating into a sordid 
scandal. If Mrs. McCormick's accusa- 
tions are to be accepted at anything 
like face value, the Nye committee has 
been guilty of obnoxious methods in 
its efforts to obtain evidence against 
her. She charges it with being respon- 
sible for the tapping of her private tel- 
ephone wires and with the rifling of 
her room and office. Sfie also asserts 
that the committee engaged detectives 
to tap the wires o£ her own investiga- 
tors and sought to bribe one of their 
agents. Thus far Senator Nye has not 
permitted evidence on these charges 
to be presented to the committee. 


On the other hand, Mrs. McCor- 


mick has assumed an attitude of con- 
tempt and defiance towards both the 
committee and public opinion. She ad- 
mits that an enormous sum of money 
was spent to secure her nomination 
and then asks the committee and the 
country what they are going to do 
about it. In effect, she tells the senate 
and the people that it is none of their 
business whether she spent a few. hun- 
dred thousand dollars or a million dol- 
lars for the senatorship. She seems to 
bmlc there are neither laws nor con- 
veations aor ethics which can inter- 
fere with her campaign methods. In 
this of course she 5s wrong. She may 
not ha«; violated the corrupt prac- 
tices act, but there is ample precedent 
£° 32HB J??£ that the seaate mag re- 


fuse to seat her on grounds that do not, 
involve criminal acts. 


Tnat the Nye committee is going to 


extremes to make out a case against

THE LEAGUE AND DISARM- 


AMENT 


The League of Nations assembly is 


frankly debating the allied questions 
of disarmament and European cooper- 
ation. 
Nothwithstanding the sharp 


differences of opinion which have aris- 
en in the course of the debate, and 
which are distorted out of all propor- 
tion to their importance by the anti- 
European press of America, the discus- 
sion forcefully 
illustrates the very 


great and real value of the League of 
Nations. At no other time and in no 
other way could problems of such vital 
concern to the nations of the Old 
World be openly discussed and consid- 
ered on their merits. As a means for 
getting together, as a clearing house 
for the exchange of opinion, as an in- 
strumentality for the promotion of un- 
derstanding, it is more than fulfilling 
the purposes of its founders. In the 
background the League of Nations is 
recognized as the one tangible in- 
strumentality for holding Europe to- 
gether and preserving its peace and 
security. 


No matter what the point of view 


of the nations represented, in the as- 
sembly,, such as the insistence of Ar- 
thur Henderson in behalf of the labor 
government of England that disarm- 
ament is an indispensable condition 
precedent to any move for uniting Eu- 
rope, in apparent conflict with French 
policy and the proposal of M. Briand 
for a United States of Europe, all agree 
that the League is the one hope of 
economic and political stability. The 
differences between" Henderson and 
Briand may easily be exaggerated. 
Both have renewed their expressions 
of loyalty to the League and they 
ascribe to it the supreme place among 
all international agencies for peace. 
They_attach greater importance to itr 
than_to regional understandings, ~]br to4 


separate treaties such as the Kellogg- 
Briand pact. M. Briand would subor- 
dinate a federation of Europe to the 
League. 


On the ^general subject of disarma- 


ment Mr. Henderson and M. Briand 
must be regarded as in accord. Both 
admit the folly of excessive and'need^ 
less armament. 
When it comes to 


specific application 
of the principle 


they disagree. 
Henderson wants im- 


mediate and extensive disarmament, 
although it will have to be admitted 
this policy was none too evident in 
the 
London conference. Naturally

on this proposition. 


Briand cannot escape the fundamental 
demand for security, first, last and all 
the time. When that is assured, by 
whatever means, the French are ready 
to proceed with disarmament.

BLOOKE BROOK MASSACRE 


On-September~lS, 1675, the Indians under King 


Philip" attacked-arid cut to pieces a body of 80 
men at •'Bloody JSrook," Deerfield, Mass., in one 
of the most harrowing massacres of King Phil- 
ip's "War. 


Captain Lathroo had been sent with SO men, 


:he flower of Essex county, to the assistance of 
towns along the Connecticut river. They were to 
guard wagons intended to convey wheat, har- 
vested in Deerfield, to Hadley. Just before arriv- 
ing at Deerfield. near a small stream still known 
as Bloody Brook, Lathrop fell into ambush, and 
after a brave resistance, perished there with all 
his comuany. 


Captain Mosely, stationed at Deerfield, march- 


ed to his assistance, but arrived too late to help 
him. Deerfield shortly thereafter was abandoned 
and burned. 


King Philip, son of the friendly Massasoit,_ be- 


gan war with the whites when he felt they were 
encroaching on his ground. He chose to fight 
rather than recede before the advance of the 
Colonists. Fighting continued throughout Massa- 
chusetts for some time after the Deerfield Mas- 
sacre. The downfall of the Indians began with, 
their defeat at the hands of Captam Turner, at 
Turners Palls. Soon thereafter King Philip was 
shot by one of his own men, -who had turned 
against him, and the war was over.

thousand or more goiter cases are 
operated upon in a year sajs:

surgeon's endeavor to scare in a lit- 
tle trade. The general 
symptoms 


suffered by a 
patient 
with ex- 


ophthalmic goiter are due to exces- 
sive thyroid 
gland secretion, 
and 


this o-veractivity of the thjroid func- 
tion is known to physicians as hy- 
perthyroidism. Hyperthyroidism may 
be called a "toxic" state, for toxic 
means poison, and 
of course too 


much thyroid secretion acts upon 
the body very much as an overdose 
of some stimulant might act, and 
that is poisonmgr, sure enough. What 
exasperates me is the 
racket of 


these bumptious young surgeons 
who conjure up a purely fanciful 
"toxic goiter," as something vague 
and obscure to the common garden 
doctor but mere child's play for us 
erudite operators. 
Why, the 
very 


language of some of these conceited 
little men who have acquired a cer- 
tain technical skill in operating 
stamps them as—well, the profes- 
sional bounders they are. 


Of course I have not visited the 


clinic for which this particular sur- 
geon is broadcasting, but I venture 
to say that a good three-fourths of 
the thousand 
exophthalmic goiter 


patients annually operated on there 
•would do as well or a trifle better if 
they had the iodin treatment, the 
rest and no surgical interference at 
all- Of course I know that some few 
cases of exophthalmic goiter must be 
operated upon, but just the same I 
am convinced that the majority of 
operations now clone for this condi- 
tion are unwarranted and unwise 
and are entered into chiefly because 
of the eloquence and the too roseate 
assurance of our altogether too am- 
bitious operators.

It will have 
intercollegiate athetlc teams, but 
will not have military training at 
least for the present.

Andree, has aroused keen interest at 
the headquarters of the 
National 


Geographic Society here. 
Through 


Dr. J. Howard Gore, of this city, 
one of the founders of the Society, 
relics of the expedition were collect- 
ed at Danes Island in 1S98, the year 
after Andrea began from there his 
ill-fated air voyage; and in the same 
years the Society contributed to the 
expedition of Walter "Wellman whose 
trip to Frldtjof Nansen Land (then 
Franz Josef Land) had as one of its 
most important aims a search for 
the missing explorer and his miss- 
ing companions. 


"Dr. Gore vritn an assistant went 


to Danes Island of the Spitsbergen 
group in July 1898, just a year after 
Andree's ascent, to conduct some 
gravitational experiments. The un- 
inhabited island had been left by 
Andree's supporting party less than 
a year before. The little house oc- 
cupied by the balloonist was stand- 
ing, and in it Dr. Gore and his com- 
panion established themselves. 


"In the house Dr. Gore found a 


wooden replica of the old Swedish- 
Norwegian Union flag, left by An- 
dree, and this he brought with him 
to Washington together with a sec- 
tion of the crate that had held the 
balloon and an envelope bearing the 
official insignia of the 
expedition. 


At the time of Dr. Gore's visit the 
balloon house was standing as it 
had been left on the day of the as- 


cent, and the long wooden runway 
over the jagged rocks was still coat- 
ed with axle grease that had been 
smeared to facilitate the take off. 


"An unfortunate down 
gust of 


wind at the time of the ascent may 
have had much io do with the tragic 
ending of the flight, in the opinion 
of Dr. Gore after his careful exam- 
ination of the situation of the bal- 
loon house. 


"I am convinced," he says, "that 


it was a current of descending air, 
sweeping down fron the top of the 
hill, rather than any fouling of the 
drag lines, as has been recently sug- 
gested, that caused the balloon to 
dip toward the water just after it 
uas launched. I was told that An- 
dree and his 
companion quickly 


threw over 
considerable 
ballast, 


with the result that the bag rose to 
a great height, lifting the drag lines 
out of the water. 
With the lines 


out of the sea, steering was impos- 
sible, so Andree released some of the 
hydrogen that he had sought to pre- 
serve so carefully. The balloon then 
settled down again and when the 
craft disappeared on the horizon it 
was progressing favorably in a wind 
blowing from the south. 


"The Wellman expedition of 1S9S, 


to which the National Geographic 
Society contributed funds, expected 
to find Andree and his companions 
at Cape Flora near the southern- 
most point of Franz Josef Land, 
which was recognized as a meeting 
place for Arctic explorers. Failing 
to find the party, Wellman conclud- 
ed—erroneously, it now appears— 


that the balloonists had perished in 
the Polar waters. 


"Records of the National Geo- 


graphic Society dated 1907 refer to 
Andree's llight—the first effort to 
conduct Polar exploration through 
the air—as 'the most daring of all 
schemes of Polar exploiation.1 Out-

Ithaca, N. Y. — (/P)— -The Dumb 


Doras of tho animal world, sheep, 
are 
furnishing: 
Cornell scientists 


with clues to the origin of thought. 


Already they indicate an approach 


to problems of brain disease, drug 
action and the mental. hygiene of 
work, relaxation and sleep and puz- 
zles of education. 


The studies are among' the first 


of their kind in the world, begun 
four years ago under direction of 
Dr. Howard Scott Liddell, assistant 
professor of Physiology. Sheep were 
selected because of the relative 
simplicity of their behavior: 


One simple thing a sheep always 


does Is to jerk Its leg at an. electric 
shock. That action, It -was ascertain- 
ed, is not due to thought. The 
sheep's leg would twitch even with 
brain removed, by virtue of a heredi- 
tary nervous mechanism called an 
unconditioned reflex. 


Thought-—or something very like 


it—Tvas introduced to the sheep by 
beating a metronome before each 
shock. Presently merely the beating 
caused the .sheep to jerk its leg 
violently in anticipation. 


The sheep quickly learned to rec- 


ognize the ..difference between 120 
beats a minute arid SO,'when .the 
latter was. never followed by, .the 
shock. A> ringing bell was substitut- 
ed for the metronome and at first 
the sheep lifted its leg, but • soon, 
learned t h e difference. ;

terial, Mr. LaFount said1 that broad 
casting at last is showing healthy 
signs of development in the rlgh 
direction. Increased, attention 
to 


things educational seems to be th< 
salient trend in program material, he 
says. 


"In my opinion this is one of th< 


most, important uses to 
which ( 


broadcasting- station can dedicate it 
self," he asserted. "Of course, th 
programs should not oe 'too heavy 
nor should too much time be devotee 
to 'timely topics,' but every program 
should contain these features dally." 


Mr. LaFount wholeheartedly en 


dorses the project for the "establish 
merit, within the United! States bu 
reau of education, of a section de 
'voted to education by radio in orfler 
to systematize and standardize edu 
cational programs. Experiments now 
being made by states on their own 
initiative and by individual institu 
tions to hasten, the arrival of prac 
tical education via radio should, be 
crystallized- and. directed from a cen 
tral agency made up of 
persons 


highly educated, possessing vision 
and imagination, he asserts. 


NO CENSORSHIP RIGHTS 


The commission, under the radio 


act, has no right of censorship over 


^ograms, it is emphasized hy the 
Jjmmissioner. 
But he points ou 


it the kind, of material broadcas' 


s>y stations necessarily must influ 
ence the commission In making al- 
locations of wave lengths and power 
And. he makes clear that he will sup 
^port the" stati&a,which evinces an in 
terest in programs educational and 
cultural in character. 


"A noted scholar 
has declared 


that if a person devotes 10 minutes 
feily to a careful study of classical 
literature he would become highly 
educated within a few years", he 
stated. "No one -can estimate the 
henef icial' effects on the American 
^people If selected educational pro- 
grams are brought into their homes 
daily. Healthy and animated discus- 
sions among members ot the family 
will likely follow leading to incalcul- 
able benefits. A death blow would 
be dealt to provincialism and. collo- 
qualism, which lead to sectionalism 
and strife. • 
More and- more can- 


didates for office are turning to the 
radio to bring the Issues squarely be- 
fore the people." 


Educational tirograms~can be used 


most effectively, in Mr. ^LaFotmt's 
opinion, In rural communities where 
the people in _many'instances have 
limited school facilitiesJan*d have no 
access to cultural advantages avail- 
able in thickly populated communi- 
ties.

The residence owned by Dr. A. C. 


- Borchardt, located on Beacon-ave 
•and S. Pearl-st, will be moved as 
soon as necessary to another lot, or 
it may be sold and dismantled. Work 
began Wednesday of moving a gar- 
age forward on the grounds. A barn 
on the ground will be used for stor- 
ing of equipment. Excavation work 
will be done by the owners before 
the contract for the building is 
awarded. Not more than a year will 
elapse before the new hospital is 
completed. The approximate cost of 
building and hospital equipment is 
estimated at 1100,000. 


The campaign for funds was con- 


ducted last summer and sale of cer- 
tificates still continues. Holders of 
certificates are intitled to free ex- 
aminations for themselves and their 
families and money thus raised is to 
be used in construction of the hos- 
pital. Whether the offices of the 
doctors will be located in the hospi- 
tal or in the down town district has 
jiot yet been decided. Neither has 
it been determined if the doctors will 
personally operate the establishment 
or will turn in into the hands of 
some other organiaztion.

The public's faith in the efficacy of 
the New York stock exchange as a 
medium for distribution of securities 
has not been shaken by the unfor- 
tunate events of the last year. 


Statistics compiled by that organ 


ization reveal that neither the de- 
vastating break in the market nor 
the economic depression in business 
lias interrupted the upward trend in 
the listings of shares on the board. 
On the contrary a. greater number 
of additional securities has been list- 
ed on the board since last October 
than during any corresponding per 
iod,'excepting that immediately pre 
ceding it. 


On the average the 
stock 
ex- 


change admitted 
17,203,217 shares 


every month. That was an average 
monthly increase of $1-55 per cent, 
which statistics show was 
slightly 


above the average monthly gain pri- 
or to the big boom, during which 
of course everything was done on 
an extravagant scale. During the 
last five and one-half 
years 
the 


number of shares listed has fcad 
an amazing growth. It has virtually 
trebled itself, having mounted from 
433,448,561 shares as of Jan. 1, 1925, 
to 1,282,451,274 shares as of Sept. 
1 last. 


INFLUENCES MARKET 


Many of the 
aggregate figures 


, concerning the activities and opera- 


tions of the exchange such as to- 
tal share sales, total loans on stock 
exchange 
securities 
and market 


value of securities listed, are influ- 
enced by the amount of listings. 
Growth of the latter naturally tends 
to swell the totals of all those op- 
erations. 


As a result of that growth while 


the rate of listings, calculated in 
percentage of the total, was about 
normal in the last ten montMs, the 
actual average number of shares list- 
ed was three times as large month 
by month as it was during the per- 
iod from 1925 to 1928. Altogether 
276,000,000 additional shares 
were 


listed-during the period from Nov. 
1, 1929, to Sept. 1, 1930. That was 
more than one-talf of the total num- 
"ber of shares listed as of Jan. 1,1925, 
or five and "one-half years ago. That 
amazing expansion in share listings 
is a. measure of the remarkable In- 
dustrial growth the country exper- 
ienced during the prosperity era. 


During the period from January, 


1925 to September, 1929, the num- 
ber of shares more than doubled it- 
self. However, even more astonish- 
ing was the appreciation in market 
value of listed stocks. That jumped 
from 527,072,322,192 in January, 1925, 
to 389,668,276,854 in. September 1929 
or more than trebled itself 


Then came the crash which wiped 


out more than 26 billion dollars of 
values and reduced the total market 
value of listed shares to $63,589,338,- 
823,

The figures are stupendous. They

Must Improve Health Of 


Rural School Children 


Madison — Alout 40 per cent of 


the school children 
of Wisconsin 


are attending rural 
schools. Up- 


wards of 175,000 rural school chil- 
dren are already enrolled, according 
to information furnished by State 
Superintendent John 
Callahan 
to 


the Educational Committee of the 
State Medical Society. 


On an average the health of the 


rural school children is beJow that 
of the city child, en, owti:g to the 
fact that there is a greater service 
of the wants of city school children. 
But the Educational Committee of 
the State Medical Society declares 
that recent strides have bepn taken 
in meeting the problem of the rural 
school children, and that when mor° 
adequate playgrounds be established, 
rural school children shouid, within 
a few years, surpass man> of the 
city school children in health. 


"It is just as true, however, and 


of the greatest 
significance, 
that 


most of our best human material 
for leadership in city and country 
must come from the 
farms," de- 


clares the Educational Committee of 
the State Medical Society in a bul- 
letin issued today. 
"For the most 


part, the raw material to supply the 
needs of civilization, including the 
best human supply, must continue 
to come from the soil. This Is In 
accordance with a great, universal 
law of life. 


"If rural America is to continue 


to be a satisfactory nursery of hu- 
man life for the nation, it must be 
made healthful and attractive; it 
must provide conditions favorable 
for the cultivation of the best. 


"The 
Improvement 
of human 


health and welfare in rural America 
is a problem of the greatest signifi- 
cance in relation to our 
national 


welfare. 
It is a problem affecting 


national safety, national prosperity, 
national perpetuity. It is a problem 
dealing with the most essential and 
most endangered of all of our na- 
tional resources,,, 


"Hural children have all outdoors 


to play in, and yet, on the whole, 
they know very little about how and 
what to play. Many 'rural schools 
have not enough space for an ade- 
quate playground, which is not a 
luxury but a necessity for the wel- 
fare of the children. A school with- 


out a playground la an educational 
deformity, and presents a gross In- 
justice- to childhood. 


"Facilities-and skilled guidance for 


play and recreation should be pro- 
vided at the rural school, not only 
I'or the pupils in the school, but for 
tho young people In the community. 
Such provision should Include not 
only athletic 
games 
and 
sports, 


school and folk dances, but also 
dramatic training and expression. 


"If the health program 
in 
the 


rural schools is to be successful, it 
must enlist tho cooperation not only 
of all Individuals logically concerned 
in this vital aspect of education, but 
also of all organizations that may 
be naturally, or by persuasion, in- 
terested in the welfare of the chil- 
dren. 
The 
granges, 
medical so- 


cieties, women's clubs, and church 
or other 
organizations 
may find 


abundant work to do if the complete 
program of health is attempted with 
any thoroughness. 
Several phases 


of the health program may require, 
in any rural community, the sup- 
port of, or demonstration by, some 
volunteer organization before school 
boards or other governmental agen- 
cies are convinced of the necessity 
and practicability of new measures* 
Every 
community in country as 


well as in city, vitally 
needs the 


help of some vcfluntaer organization 
of unselfish people whose dominant 
interest is the health and welfare 
of the children."

Washington—(CPA)—Concepted ac- 


tion by all the powers of the world 
has brought 
about simultaneous 


lecognition of the new provisional 
governments in Argentina, Bolivia 
and Peru. 


In keeping with tradition, the Eu- 


ropean governments sounded out 
"Washington before extending rec- 
ognition. It was found 
that the 


United States wished to recognize 
the new administrations in Argen- 
tina, Bolivia and Peru unless Eu- 
rope made some objection that merit- 
ed delay. 


The primary consideration in the 


past has been whether a government 
actually achieved de facto control or 
military domination. This rule was 
broken during the Wilson adminis- 
tration, with the idea that a. military 
overthrow of a government and dis- 
regard of the constitution should be 
discouraged. The United States un- 
der 
the Roosevelt administration 


took the view that the character of 
the-government set up had more to 
do Jtvith the subject than whether it 
had1 military control and also -wheth- 
er its purposes were friendly to the 


^,^"Uriit_ed States. 
The setting up- of 


-' a provisional government in Panama 
- was^followed in 72 hours by formal 


recognition by the United States. 


DIFFICULT QUESTION 
=* 


Thus the Washington government 


has struggled with the question of 
recognition and has been on both 
sides of the controversy as to when 
recognition should actually, 'be ex- 
tended. 


The policy just announced by Sec- 


retary Stimson is significant. It may 
not be applied in all cases because 
circumstances may differ but the* rea- 
son he gives for recognition is, first, 
that the provisional governments in 
Argentina, Bolivia 
and Peru 
are 


"de facto in control of their'respec- 
tive countries and that there is no 
active resistance to their rule." 


The second reason is that each 


of the government has announced- 
its intention "to fulfill its respective

The ruling was called the moet im- 


portant made in the history of utility 
questions since the 
"United States 


Supreme court upheld the "Wisconsin 
Water Power law in 1927. By its 
stand, the commission put the state 
in position to save hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in the exercise of the 
recapture provision of the water 
power law. 


A radical departure in the theory 


of water power rights, the decision 
came in the application of the Flam- 
beau Paper company to construct 
operate and maintain dam across 
north 
fork 
of 
the 
Flambeau 


river, near Park Falls in Price-co. 
The dam will develop power for the 
Flambeau Paper company. The com- 
pany valued the riparian land at $67,- 
748 and the water energy at approxi- 
mately |S4,100. 


NATURE OF LAW 


"Under the state water power law, 


the state may take over a dam" site, 
the flowage, the dam itself, the "pow- 
er house and other property by pay- 
ing for the water power value as 
fixed by the railroad commission at 
the time the permit-was issued, plus 
the value of th^"iihy.sical structures 
less^depreciationt"' under the "Flam- 
beau- Paper" comp"any's"^o'ntentlon, 
the state would have to pay about 
$84,100 in addition to the physical 
cost when and if the state took over 
the property 30 years hence. 


The commission, however, in tak- 


ing its new stand on the* question of 
water energy rights, allowed the sum 
of only $26,000 under the recapture 
provision of the law.
